YOUR coiffure, under your Eas- 
* ter bonnet, must look carefree 
and extremely feminine. There 
should be plenty of curls, but they 
should be of ‘the soft variety that 
you brush over your finger and 
push into place. Of course, hair 
must be bright and silky for these 
casual curls, ; 

Tf it isn’t soft, manageable and 
femininely alluring, you still have 
time to improve its appearance 
before you join the Easter parade. 
It takes only fifteen minutes a day 
for a thorough home treatment 
for the hair. 

You can tell if your hair is dry 
and brittle or over oily. Perhaps 
it is none of these, but looks dull 

d lusterless without life or color. 

any case brushing and scalp 
massage will help correct the con- 
dition. In addition you should use 
a tonic made specifically to correct 
the: dryness or oiliness and, if 
needed, a pomade or oil.

# your scalp and 
loosen bits of 
lint, dust and 
dead skin cells 
that have accu- 
mulated.

Here is how you should apply 
your tonic to avoid spoiling your 
fingerwave: Pour about a table- 
spoon of tonic into a small dish 
Take a small piece of cotton, dip 
into the tonic and squeeze out the 
excess. Now part your hair with a 
forefinger and down this part rub 
the tonic soaked cotton. With a 
soft towel, wipe away any moisture 
that remains on the hair. Go over 
the entire head in this way, part- 
ing the hair at one-inch intervals 

Do not comb or brush the hair 
while a hint of dampness remains 
If you apply the tonic just before 
bedtime, you can pinch the waves 
into place with your fingers and 
leave the brushing until morning 

The easiest, and incidentally the 
best, way to brush your hair. is td 
bend forward fromthe waist and 
brush the back hair over the head. 
Brush vigorously, then straighten 
up and, taking the hair a‘strand 
at a time, brush it back and up to 
loosen the scalp and polish the 
hair. 

Your brush should sweep your 
scalp as well as the entire length 
of the hair, so that both are left 
clean, Wipe your brush on a clean 
towel after brushing each strand 
of hair. 

All types of hair should be 
brushed. Girls often tell me that 
brushing makes their oily hair 
oilier. This may seem so at first 
because the brush picks the excess 
oil accumulated at the roots of the 
hair and distributes it down the 
length of the strands. But brush- 
ing gradually normalizes the ac- 
tion of the oil glands and corrects 
the condition.

Vegetables Add Delightful 


Flavors to Morning Menu

OQvE of the most delightful ways 
of introducing variety into 
your .spring breakfasts is with 
vegetables; Appetites demand 
something substantial, yet most of 
us get tired of the same cereal- 
bacon - egg - and - toast breakfasts 
week after week. 

Vegetables add flavor contrast, 
color and crispness. Try serving a 
dish of well chilled sliced tomatoes 
or iced cucumber slices along with 
your platters of ham and eggs, 
golden-coated codfish balls, grilled 
kidneys or cream left-over meat 
or dried beef. 

Today’s breakfast menus are 
quick and easy to prepare. The 
muffins and coffee ring might 
come from your local baker and 
be heated just before serving. The 
tomatoes can be stuffed the night 
before, the table set and. the 
grapefruit prepared. 

Ham and Eggs 

Have the ham sliced % inch 
thick. Cut it into rounds, pour a 
little boiling water over it and 
allow to stand for 5 minutes. Drain 
thoroughly and saute in butter 
until golden brown on each side. 
Arrange the rounds on a hot 
platter. Poach the eggs, being 
careful to slip them into the water 
gently so they will hold their 
shape. Drain from the water, and 
arrange an egg on each hamslice. 
Dress with melted butter and dust 
with salt, pepper and paprika. 
Garnish the platter with salted 
tomato wedges. 


Asparagus Scramble 
Cut cooked asparagus in small 
pieces and mix with eggs that 
have been beaten slightly with 1 
tablespoon cream for each 2 eggs, 
and salt and pepper to season. 
Turn: into a pan in which 2:table- 
spoons butter have been melted. 
Cook, stirring constant'v until the 
eggs are creamy and} ht. Serve 
on biscuits that have been split, 

toasted and buttered liberally.

Hollow out 6 tomatoes and mix
